Secoud quality apples should be i 
packed in the same way, in boxes by 
themselves, and the culls can either 
be made into cider or worked up for 
family use or sold in the market for 
just what they are.

WATERING COWS IN WINTER 


Best 
Results. Cannat Be 
Expected 
When Animal 
I? Compelled to 
Drink From Hvde Cut in Ice. 


Cows should rower be turned out in 
very cold weather and forced to go to 
a pond or creek for water. The prac­ 
tice is a costly <~>ne. The extra feed re­ 
quired to counteract the effect of the 
chill would soc I pay for getting a sup­ 
ply O': water ie the barn. When cows 
are turned out on cold days, often hav­ 
ing to drink I rom a hole cut through 
the ice, they will not drink all they 
need, but only enough to satisfy the 
immediate thirst 
The exceptionally 
cold water and even the colder atmos­ 
phere chills them to the bone and they 
will hurry back to the barn. 
Often 
they will not go near the water with­ 
out being driven. 
The practice not only is cruel, but it 
is expensive. 
If a production record 
was kept it would be found that every 
time the cows were turned out in the 
cold the yield of the milk would be re­ 
duced materially. 
It would be on ac­ 
count of two reasons 
First, because 
best results could not be obtained 
when the animal did not get a suffi­ 
cient quantity of water, and second, 
because of the shock and chill to the 
system 
Diminish the allowance 
food and the production of milk is, of 
course, decreased. 
A sufficient amount of water is just 
as necessary as enough food. 
It re­ 
quires a certain amount of food to 
maintain the heat of the body. Natur­ 
ally the colder the barn or the colder 
the animal is kept, the more food will 
be required to keep her warm.

As 
the trials and tests came

the 
Jews in

manner, to test 
their faith and 
obeditnee.

the Gospel age. Of this time the I^ord 
through the prophet said. “W’ho may 
abide the day of His presence, and

Bloomington, IU., 
March 
29—We 
have been for some time in this city 
set. in the center of one of the rich­ 
est farming districts of Illinois, and 
have thought a tale that carries one 
back to nature might not be amiss, 
and a welcome diversion from the 
stories of the capitol citv, which have 
gone to you from time to time. 
Bloomington is a city of 40.000 o r' 
50,000, where the general shops of] 
the C. & A. railway are located. 
It 
is a rich community, for from the 
fertile soil around the town farmers 
have made fortunes and have come to 
Bloomington to make their homes. 
Son e of these places 
wfould 
be 
a 
credit to any citv and 
their 
value 
probably goes to the hundreds of thou­ 
sands even here. 
M hile here, it has been our privi­ 
lege *o visit one of the great farms of 
the country. 
We have seen ranches 
of 20,000 acres or more 
in 
Texas, 
and have rot been surprised, for Tex­ 
as is a younger state, un empire in 
itself, a state of magnificent distances 
and thpt had at ope time millions o f 1 
acres of school lands wnich became 
the great cattle 
ranches 
of 
the 
world. 
It came as distinctly a sur­ 
prise, however, to find in the center 
of the rich farming land a farm of 
25,000 acres, this being the farm, or 
group of farms, w hich we have visited 
and about which we shall tell you. 
Nearly a hundred years ago, Isaac 
Funk came to this country from Ohio, 
and nought 25,000 acres of govern­ 
ment land. 
There he built 
a 
log 
cabin in which his 
children 
were 
born, and It is upon these same fer­ 
tile acres that his descendants to the 
third ana fourth generations are now 
m ing, and from those same acres 
deriving an income that makes them 
wealthy. These people drive over the 
magnificent roads from their homes 
to Bloomington, eight or 
ten 
miles 
away, in big touring cars of the 60 
horse powTer variety—and two of these 
cars wTere used to convey our party 
to the farm and back to Blooming­ 
ton. 
We found that the Funk property 
comprises an entire township of Me- 
I,ean county, being larger than the 
average, six miles wide and eight 
miles long, north and south. 
As one arrives at the farm, these 
rolling and productive acres stretch 
out before him for miles. 
Here and 
there can be seen the homes of dif­ 
ferent members of the lamily, while 
the landscape is 
dotted 
by 
other 
homes, occupied by the tenants, the 
most of whom work for the Funks by 
the year. 
350 people are thus em­ 
ployed during the busy summer, the 
number being reduced during the win­ 
ter. 
While the fourth generation is liv­ 
ing on this land, one home is occu­ 
pied by a son of the original settler. 
It was at this home we finally stop­ 
ped, after several hours driving over 
the different farms. There we had an 
old fashioned country supper (sixteen 
at the table) and talked over what 
bad beer seen during the day. 
The 
couple who occupy the house have 
been living there more 
than 
fifty 
years, and it is hard to realize that 
such a house would have been thought 
of a half century ago. The house was 
built bet ore the couple were married 
and they have lived together to cele­ 
brate their fiftieth 
marriage 
anni­ 
versary. 
We were told that 
there 
are *78 
miles of road over these farms, and 
while we I,ave missed some of them, 
we have gone over enough to give us 
much to talk about, as nearly a score 
of chairs were drawn 
around 
the 
fireplace. 
We find that organization and sys­ 
tem have made these farms of the 
highest efficiency. One of them is de­ 
voted solely to chickens. 
Four hun­ 
dred eggs were gathered the day we 
were there, these eggs being shipped 
direct to one of the leading Chicago 
hotels at a uniform price of 50 cents 
per dozen at the 
farm. 
The 
hens 
here are excused from 
the 
arduous 
task of setting and have nothing to 
do but furnish the eggs, which are

Another farm is devoted to hogs, 
and these are scientifically (ared for 
to make them most productive. 
One 
building is reserved 
as 
the 
place 
where the little pigs first see the 
light. 
Here several dozen mothers 
were with their litters of pigs under 
two weeks old. 
Atter that age, they 
are placed in 
separate 
pig-houses, 
where the little pigs may run outside. 
Nearly 5,000 of the, little fellows were 
in the different houses. 
Other 
fauns 
were 
devoted 
to 
horses, to cattle and to seed corn and 
teed oats, each being kept entirely 
separate and under theh management 
of one of the Funk family. 
Each of 
these men has a college education,

Tho Louse w here our party stopped 
for supper, was, as we have said, 
built fifty years ago. 
It contains fif­ 
teen spacious rooms with a porch ten 
feet wide, screened with copper wire, 
running almost around three sides. 
The house is modern in every way, 
lighted with acetylene gas and elec­ 
tricity. 
The garage on this place is worthy 
of special mention. 
The building is 
of cement and roofed 
with 
cement 
shingles, the upper story being fitted 
up for bachelor quarters. 
There is 
ample room for two seven passenger 
cars and one end is partitioned off, 
for tne laundry, with stationary tubs, 
the heat for which comes from a hot 
water plant in the basement w hich * 
heats the garage separately from the 
one heating the house. 
Under this 
building is the great store rooms for 
vegetables and canned fruit, and here 
also will be found the electric plant, 
whence 
comes

where it is thoroughly dried. Electric 
lights make it possible 
to 
continue 
this work at night is well as day. 
As the statement that 78 miles of 
roads cover the Funk 
farms 
gives 
some idea of the magnitude of those 
farms, so a further idea may be gain­ 
ed in other ways. 
Rich as 
is 
this 
land It is made still more productive 
by stable manure shipped from Chi­ 
cago. This is brought in at about the 
rate of 4 cars of 40 tons each per day 
from May to October I.
